Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 23-28, 30, 32-37, 39, and 41-44 are allowed. The claims are renumbered as 1-18 
respectively. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not teach that mobile stations or vehicles are able to analyze a 
distribution of movement of mobile stations or vehicles and determine velocity vectors, 
including average velocity and relative average velocity, in order to validate a direction of 
movement based on the average velocity in relation to a threshold.
